REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

the applicant argues that the examiner has mapped "information packet" to be Pinard's "probe response packet" and thus fails to 
disclose updating any channel statistic based on information determined from a received packet that is not an information packet. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant has not accurately characterized the examiner's mapping of an "information 
packet." The exact mapping from the Final rejection mailed 12/24/2008 is as follows: "Note that the limitation of an informational 
packet is broad and is mapped to Pinard's probe response packet with an acceptable signal quality." It is clear that the claim's 
"information packet" is mapped to Pinard's "probe response packet with an acceptable signal quality," not simply any "probe 
response packet." Therefore, a probe response packet with an unacceptable signal quality would be "not an information packet." 
As such, RSSI is measured by the signal quality of the probe response packet that does not have an acceptable signal quality 
(claimed "not an informational packet").
